Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 3 7 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 5/18/04 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly submitted claims 1 6- 1 9 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the new claims are to a bridge oi 
a building including a pre-stressed girder while the original claims are to the girder only. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 16-19 withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.

2. Claims 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Crowley 
(28595040. 
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Crowley (figure 7) shows a pre-stressed girder (the girder inherently could function as a 
girder of a bridge) comprising upper and lower flanges (10) interconnected by a body portion, 
the girder defining a lengthwise direction and including a plurality of first steel wires (rods 
connected by nuts 24) provided in the lengthwise direction of the girder and pre-tensioned during 
the construction of the girder, a plurality of second steel wires (17) provided in the lengthwise 
direction of the girder, each second steel wire remains in a state that the second steel wire is 
accessible and can be tensioned after the completion of the construction of the girder so that the 
girder can be reinforced by tensioning the second steel wires after the completion of the 
construction of the girder (inherently capable of doing so).
